Ball's court. Tbi§ is an issue of the 
famous Englert-Abbott case. 
George 


Englert was supposed to have com- 
mitted suicide. George Saners assumes 
the role of an amateni detective. After 
Working some weeks on the case, he 
swore out a warrant charging Dr. A. 
L. Abbott, who made his home with 
the Englerts, with the shooting of 
George Engleit. Dr. Abbott was given 
a preliminary hearing and acquitted. 
This case then comes up by Dr. Abbott 
filing an affidavit charging [George 
Sauers with perjury in the adfflavit 
charging him (Abbott) with murder. 
Theo. K. Funk represents the state and 
Frank B. Finney the defense. The flrat 
witness called for the state was Mayor 
Qlidden.

Never bad a conversation with him." 
On crosa-examination ho said be was 
a physician and surgeon. 
A lively tilt 


took place here between attorneys as to 
the admission of this evidence. 


The oroaa-examination of Dr. Abbott 


wns continued when the afternoon ses- 
sion opened. 
He testified as fol- 


lows: "George Clark went to the room 
nt the ganio time I did. Ho then hncl 
a revolver in his baud.

isting conditions. 


:"I believe in a liberal but not an ex- 


travagant policy in making appropria- 
tions." ho said, "and until our rev- 
enues' increase, shall oppose entering 
upon new enterprises requiring line ex- 
penditure of government funds." 


Mr. Cannon expressed the opinion 


that 'by the beginning of the next fiscal

negotiations with him.

•that he offended against all rules of 
propriety and official etiquette by go- 
ing directly before the 
president ol 


Haiti, and in loud and angry tones 
and Insulting manner threatening dire 
consequences unless immediate repar- 
ation was made to Germany. 


This personal affront to Haiti's chief 


executive is regarded as touching the 
honor and self respect oC the country, 
and is felt <to call for an apology. 


Under suon circumstances, the Hai- 


tien government has expressed willing- 
ness to negotiate a settlement of the 
entire case at Berlin, thus removing it 
from the hands of the objectionable 
German, official new in Haiti.
